Inquiry among Upland stores 
this week reveals that there is; 
not yet a silk stocking famine, 
though Upland women, with their 
sisters throughcut the nation, did 
their share to make a run on the 
hosiery stocks on hand, and al- 
ready have a good share of future 
stocking orders of local stcres tied 
up “on order’. 

Every store reports that an un- 
precedented trade in silk stockings 
took place coincident with the re- 
cent strain in American-Japanese 
relations and the subsequent ac- 
tion of the government in freez- 
ing raw silk supplies on hand in 
this country. At one store, subse- | 
quent hosiefy sales in two or 
three days equalled two months’ 
ordinary business.

However, the sudden turn of 
events found all Upland stores | 
well stocked, and in addition most 
of them had orders already on the 
wa;. Now merchants find them- 
selves ‘with backlogs of orders ior

Naturally, nylon hose also 
upped in demand, and numbers 
ran short in these faster than in 
silk. Reason for this is that for 
every dozen pairs of nylon hose 
purchased by merchants they 
must purchase five dozen silk 
hose. Consequently, when one 
merchant received an order for 
one dozen nylon hose, the strain 
on the nylon stock is apparent.

Once a man gets behind the bars of San Quentin prison, he 
can either stay there, be sent to Folsom prison or be promoted 
to the ‘new California Institution for Men at Chino, —_ 

Where he goes depends largely upon the prisoner himself, 


unless he is too old. The ‘‘best’’ of the younger men at San

Quentin are selected for the ‘institution of opportunity’’ at 

Chino, Prison bars are virtually removed; guns are locked up 


and guards become friendly advisors and teachers. 

Dr. Oliver Butterfield, chaplain at the Chino institution, 
explained to the Upland Lions last week, that small groups of 
San Quentin inmates are selected from time to time for Chino, 
As the men are transferred, they are advised that the prison 
bars are down, that it is entirely possible for them to escape. 
They are also made to realize that a new life is before them if 
they ‘‘make giod’’ at Chino. 

San Quentin inmates know of the opportunities at Chino. 
If they make outstanding records at San Quentin they become 
candidates for advancement, A bad record can send them to 
Folsom. 

In California penalogy, the Chino method is a drastic step. 
It is logical, worthwhile and certainly worthy of wholeheart- 
ed support. Unless the inmates are confirmed criminals, they 
will recognize the opportunity—and make the most of it.
